A man was once being tried for 
murder, and his case looked hopeless, 
Indeed. He had, without any seem- 
ing provocation, murdered a neighbor 
In cold blood. Not a lawyer In the 
country wonld take the case. It look* 
ed bad enough to ruin the reputation 
of any bariater. 

The man, as a last extremety, ap- 
pealed to Clay to take the case fur 
him. Every one thought that Clay 
wonld certainly refuse. But whenithe 
celebrated lawyer looked Into the mat- 
ter his lighting blood was roused, and 
to the great surprise ol all, he ac- 
cepted. 

Then came a trial, the like ol which 
was never seen. Clay slowly carried 
on the case, and It looked more and 
more hopeless. The only ground of 
defense the prisoner had was that the 
murdered man had looked at him with 
such a fierce, murderous look that out 
of self defense he had struck first. A 
ripple passed through the jury at this 
evidence.^ 

The time came lor Clay to make his 
defense.

Brief addresses appropriate to the oc- 
casion were delivered by Gov. Dur- 
bin and other distinguished men. Be- 
fore the exercises concluded a letter 
was read from Robert T. Lincoln In 
which he expressed regret at his Ina- 
bility to be present. The music por- 
tion of the dedicatory program was 
furnished by the band of Knlghts- 
town Soldiers' and Soldiers' Home. 

The dedication of the monument 
was conducted by the Nancy Hsnks 
Memorial Association, which is com- 
posed of Gov. Dnrbln and other prom- 
inent citizens of Indiana. The first 
monument was placed over the grave 
of Nancy Hanks some time In 1880 
For more than sixty years the rest- 
ing place of the mother of the mar- 
tyred President was unmarked.

King Leopold is 
sixty-seven years old and bis age, to- 
gether with the loss of his estimable 
wife a few days ago, are assigned as 
the causes of his abdication. 

To other than Frenchmen, the 
spectacle of Dreyfus marching meek- 
ly behind- the bier of his great friend 
and benefactor, M. Zolo, was an in- 
spiring scene. The press dispatches 
say that his countrymen scarcely no- 
ticed the presence of Dreyfus. How 
difficult it is for men to forgive one 
whom they have wronged. 

Ik the Herald will indulge us just 
one comment upon the Democratic 
primary, we should like to ask why 
Mr. Ben D. Ringo, candidate for the 
nomination for Commonwealth’s At- 
torney, should be required to put up 
1475 to help defray the expenses of 
the primary when he has no opposi- 
tion? Why should not the commit- 
tee declare his nomination and save 
him this money? If the Democrats 
want to shear their own flock, they 
have the privilege of doing so, but 
the justice of shearing Mr. Ringo does 
not appear to one not up on Demo- 
cratic politics. 

Prof. John Burke, a distinguished 
educator of Newport, is Instructor at 
the Institute this week, and his work 
has been very satisfactory to that 
body. The Republican State con- 
vention at Lexington in 1899, recog- 
nized Prof. Burke’s ability as an ed- 
ucator when it gave him its nomina- 
tion for Superintendent of Public In- 
structions and the voters of the 8tate 
recognized his ability tor school work, 
when they elected him to that office, 
and a Democratic Legislature recog 
nized the principle of pillage and 
plunder wheu it stole the office from 
him. 

Ik a speech at Hopkinsville Mon

The strike of the anthracite coal 
miners in Pennsylvania is rapidly be- 
coming, if ipdeed it is not already, 
the most alarming incident that ever 
occurred in industrial circles in the 
history of the country.

A Character Familiar to the Pris- 
on Officials of Ohio and 
Daviess counties in 
Trouble Again. 



P. Whittaker, a rather tongh char 
acter, living near Pleasant Ridge, 
and who haa been np agalnat every 
sort of a charge from horae stealing 
to murder, Is In the Owensboro jail, 
under charge of robbing a fellow 
drunkard ol $2, In that city several 
day* ago. 

When a boy “P." tell Into the habit 
of reading life's signboards wrong, 
and baa been going wrong ever since. 

Several years ago he stabbed to 
death, a man by the name of Smith, 
at Whltesvllle, for which he was gfv 
en a sentence ot seven year* in State 
prison, bnt through the Intervention 
of an influential relative, he was par 
doned after serving about two years 
He then returned to hla old hannte 
and again pursued hla criminal In- 
stincts. 

Given more to drink than to love of 
work, Whittaker had a tact for get- 
ting money, not always understood 
by parties from whom he got It. 
There la a certain tact tor open frank- 
ness about the midget that haa saved 
him many a prosecution. 

Sometime ago we said that among 
several hundred prisoners vlalted In 
the Ohio connty jail, we had never 
seen bnt one who was gnilty. We 
meant, of coarse, only one who ac- 
knowledged himself gnilty, and Whit 
taker was the party referred to. 

Whittaker had a habit of frankly 
admitting hla crimes, which frequent- 
ly won for him a sort ol sympathy 
from those who knew hla real charac- 
ter. 

We can not venture an opinion as 
to the outcome of Whittaker's latest 
adventure, bnt we think society 
would be more secure It be were lock- 
ed up indefinitely.

Calls for More Money. 



Stock Dying In Grayson. 

The great nnmber of cattle, sheep 
and other stock dying of anthrax In 
Grayson connty In the past two weeks 
haa attracted attention all over the 
State. 

At a meeting ol the State Board ol 
Health at the Galt House, in Louis- 
ville Tuesday night, the subject was 
taken np and thoronghly dtacnaaed. 
County Attorney J. C. Graham, ol 
Grayson county, was present and ad- 
vised the Board in regard to the situ- 
ation there. Steps will be taker Im- 
mediately to prevent the spread of 
the disease, which la very contageoua. 
The disease spreads rapidly and la 
usually fatal. It not Infrequently 
attacks men, among whom it la more 
fatal than with stock. The remedy 
is inoculation of the healthy stock In 
the community where the disease ap- 
pears and a strict quarantine agalnat 
Infected districts. 

A meeting of the Fiscal Conrt of 
Grayson connty haa already been 
called to discuss the matter and the 
county authorities will heartily co- 
operate with the State authorities In 
stamping out the dreaded disease.

Jas. R. Coppage Dead. 

Mr. Jaa. R. Coppage, of near town, 
died at the asylum at Hopkinsville 
Sunday and was bnrled at the Brown 
burying ground, four miles north of 
town, Tuesday. Mr. Coppage waa 
seventy years old and had been In 
feeble health for some time. Abont 
three weeks ago hla mind became un- 
balanced and growing feebler, In both 
mind and body, the family decided to 
send him to the asylum for the In- 
aane, which waa done Saturday, where 
he died twenty-six honra altar hla ar- 
rival. The family ordered hla body 
sent home for bnrial. 

Upon the arrival of the body at 
Beaver Dam a heavily braised place 
jnst over the right eye was discovered 
and some of the Beaver Dam physi- 
cian* were called upon to examine the 
wound and determine, If possible, the 
canse ol It. The Beaver Dam physi- 
cians were unable to determine o 
what cause the bruise waa attributa- 
ble and suggested that the body be 
brought to Hartford for examination 
by the physicians here, which waa 
done. 

When the corpse arrived here Dra. 
Ford and Miller examined the wound 
c r<.fully, but were unable to diter- 
mlne the cause of It. 

The existence of the wound, to- 
gether with the death following so 
closely upon hla arrival at the asy- 
lum, gave the family grave anxiety, 
but the mystery la yet unaolved. 

The body waa taken to Mr. Cop- 
page’a home where the funeral took 
place Tuesday, Rev. G. J. Been 
preached the funeral at the residence, 
alter which the remain* were Interred 
in the Brown burying ground neerby.
